' shockingly mutilated, lie in the hallway 
of the SchaefFer homestead, just west of 
this village, In the dining room adjoin- 
ing is the body of a middle aged iiian. The 
bodies are those of Con.staulme Schaefler, 
a well known German, his wife, and only 
daughter. 
Friday 
morning 
Schaeifer, 


while temporarily insane, took the lives of 
his wife and child and then committed 
self-murder. The crime, which for de- 
moniacal features is without it parallel in 
the history ol Minnesota, has created a 
profound sensation throughout Olmstead 
and Wabasha counties, where Hchaeller 
was widely known. Since, Xew Year's Day, 
when he was kicked by a vicious horse, 
Schaefler frequently exhibited symptoms 
of insanity, flying into a rage, without 
provocation and at times threatening tliu 
lives of his family and neighbors. 


Tlie Work of Murder Begins. 


Friday morning SchaelFer went to the 


barn and on returning to the house found 
that his wiie had not come donn-stairs 
for breakfast. At this he Hew into a pas- 
sion and sent word to the mother to come 
down immediately. Running to the wood 
shed the madman se',ed a hammer and a 
meatkuile, and anm 
'vith these weapons 


toncenled hiniseli in , .j hall and awaited 
his wile's appcaranc e. As the poor woman 
stepped into the hall SJiaeil'er rushed for- 
ward and with one blow of the hammer 
laid her n bk-editig corpse at his feet, her 
brains oozing from a guping wound in the 
skull. 


Final Act in tlie Tragody. 


As she lay there he struck her several 


more blows with the hammer to make 
sure of his work. Then he turned his at- 
teul ion to hi- daughter, w l.o had witnessed 
her mother's fai e.'

ered the child's head from the trunk. 
Casting; the bleeding corpse beside that of 
the mother the murderer went into the 
dining room, and w th a razor in each 
hand hegan hackin , is throat lie finally 
succeeded in stvei ing Ills jugular and bled 
to death.

A SETTLEMENT 


May be Effected Between the Miners and 


Operators To-morrow. 


The executive board of the Mine Workers 


union has at last been heard from, the local 
lodge here having received a telegram yes- 
terday. 
The contents of the telegram have 


not been made known fully, but a RE- 
VIEWER was told that a mass meeting of 
ttie miners was to be held to-morrow to take 
action on the telegram and decide on their 
future course. 
The statement made in an 


evening paper that the miners had been re- 
quested to resume work on the 12th is un- 
due, according to members of the local 
lodge who are in a positiou to know, and 
tlieir denials are certainly supported by the 
telegram received yesterday from the execu- 
tive board. 


The operators, it is understood, claim that 


they pay 70 cents a ton for mining coal. 
This, the m'meis claim, is not strictly true. 
At the old shaft they say the prices paid are 
CO cents per ton for mining coal necessary 
to fill contracts with the Wabash railroad, 
and 70 cents per ton for coal mined tor the 
general trade. The miners want a uniform 
price for all coal mined, whether it is in- 
tended for the Wabash or not, aud no right- 
thinking per.-on will seek to deny the justice 
of their demand. 
It must be remembered, 


too, in thU connection, and as an additional 
reason why the miners should get.a uniform 
price, and the advance asked for, that on«- 
fitth of ail the coal mined goes to the com- 
pany for "slack"—the miners getting noth- 
ing for their work. In other words, miners 
must dig 2,500 pounds of coal in order to 
get paid for one ton; or to make it plainer 
still, for every ton of coal seut up fr >m the 
mines the miner gets paid for 1,600 pounds 
only. 


There is nothing just about this arrange- 


ment, and if it continues the operators 
should be willing to grant the miners their 
very reasonable requests. 


THE REVIEW sincerely hopes the differ- 


ences may be satisfactorily adjusted at the 
meeting to-morrow, aud that work will be 
resumed at once.

The only things these people give them 


selves to with assiduity are matrimony an 
fecundity. In both of these directions the 
are eminently successful, and as a resu 
they are bringing up two or three genera 
sions of paupers. 
The officers of th 


Charity union aud of Macon county wh 
have charge of such matters are confideu 
that Half the paupers in the city are in thi 
family. They are not all of the same nam 
now, but the old stock and its characteris 
tics are there. 
Nine different families o 


ihe line were on the books of the Charit 
union last winter. 
Only two still have th 


family name, bit the others have the dis 
ease, 
laziness 
and 
shiftlessness 


as 
bad 
as any. Hardly 
a one 


of the families but have nine children 
most of them have nine, and some hnv 
eleven. Ail these children are growing np 
in squalor and wretchedness, with the ou 
idea that they must Ret a living wi'hout 
'working for it. So far they have been 
doing it, after a miserable fashion. The 
bad effect on the community can hardly be 
calculated, but bow a remedy is to be ap 
plied it is difficult to tell.
